IT is no longer a rumour. Most NSL Clubs are fighting for financial survival. The im- 
mediate future looks bleak. Terraces remain half empty. The Inter-Conference Chal- 
lenge Rounds hailed as the “money-maker” was allowed to be buried before it was 
given a chance to be born. The concept of the Inter-Challenge Rounds is certainly 
not devoid of merit. The first attempt was a fiasco because (a) the much awaited and 
much promised pre-game high powered promotion never eventuated and (b) the pro- 
moters need an elementary lesson in geography. 

In Sydney we had four matches played in a radius of few kilometres. There 
were games at the Gabbie, Melita and Marconi Stadiums, not to forget, Cooks Park. 
To add insult to injury, the Maltese support was split by having Sunshine George 
Cross play at Bossley Park whilé we met Footscray-JUST, here at our Stadium, a 
stone throw away. 

A catch 22 situation has developed in the NSL. We know that we have a 
commodity that is saleable however the individual clubs are so tight that they cannot 
be adventurous. The operative phrase has become “we need it but can’t afford it”. 

Standing at survival’s edge gives you an uneasy feeling however soccer has 
conquered far worse situations and it will, again. Our administrators have talent in 
abundance. We need to harness it towards the right priorities. A “Think Tank”, 
composed of officials expereinced at club’s level is urgently needed to change 
directios. “ 


@ OUR experience with Wollongong City Soccer Club must also be explained to our 
supporters. Earlier this season the Wolves asked us to reverse Round 8 and 21 be- 
cause Wollongong Showground would not have been available as planned. Melita 
Eagles agreed to the change of these fixtures. Before Round 8, Wollongong again 
requested a change and again they found us accomodating. This clearly shows 
however the instability that is creeping in, the likes of which is an affront to the 
paying public, we so dearly like to attract to our game. . 

Our supporters were so incensed with having to play on Good Friday that 
300 filed a petition complaining bitterly about these changes that make our soccer 
so unprofessional and unpredictable.
